Test scores show steady gains for students 


Wayne County now offers 
a dedicated “1-800’' number 
for suspected cases of child 
abuse or neglect 

County residents can call 
1 (800) 716-2234 to report sus¬ 
picion of abuse or neglect 
said Jerome Rutland, direc¬ 
tor of Wayne County 
Department of Human 
Services. 

Rutland said a rise in the 
number of child abuse com¬ 
plaints prompted the special 
number, which aims to 
speed up the reporting 
process. 

“We have seen an 
increase,” said Rutland, who 
added that the public, along 
with mandated reporters, 
are more aware of abuse sit¬ 
uations. 

When a person calls the 
number, they speak to a 
worker in the Information 
and Referral Unit, who asks 
a series of questions to 
determine the validity of the 
complaint If the’unit deter¬ 
mines the call to be valid, it 
is referred to a district office 
for investigation. 

There are certain cases in 
which the number should 
not be used, however. 

1} “It’s.hot a general infor- 

^ mation number,” said 
Jutland. Emergencies 
should always be directed to 
911, he said. Matters related 
to foster care, child place¬ 
ment, adoptions or assis¬ 
tance should be directed to 
the regular contact persons 
for those programs. 

Rutland said the number 
comes as a new phone sys¬ 
tem is being installed, which 
will further help his depart¬ 
ment to process calls more 
efficiently.

Michigan Educational 
Assessment Program (MEAP) 
test scores were released 
Monday, and the results in 
Romulus show a mixture of suc¬ 
cess and lingering challenges. 

Superintendent of Schools 
Carl Weiss said district officials 
have not yet analyzed the scores, 
but that a glance at the scores 
indicates the schools are moving 
in a forward direction. 

“We’re getting where we want 
to be,” he said. “That’s not to say 
that there’s not going to be a lot 
of working ahead of us, though.” 

The MEAP test was given to 


students in the third through 
ninth grade in October 2006. The 
results indicate that math, 
English language arts and read¬ 
ing scores across the board are 
increasing. However, results on 
the writing and social studies 
tests - especially in the lower 
grades - still show many students 
are struggling. 

“Writing is very hard to 
teach,” said Weiss. ‘The scores 
in that category were still among 
the best in the county.” 

For grades third, fourth and 
fifth, the number of students per¬ 
forming at a proficient level in 
math, reading writing and 
English Language Arts 
improved. Among the top 


increases include third grade 
math, which jumped 8.9 percent 
to 88.3 percent of students 
achieving state standards. 

Other big increases include 
fourth grade English Language 
Arts, which jumped from 61.1 
percent meeting state goals in 
2005, to 76.8 percent in 2006 - an 
increase of 15.7 percent 

This year, fifth graders also 
took a science test and 745 per¬ 
cent of the students met the state 
standards, versus 71.4 percent in 
2005. 

Though writing scores went 
up third and fourth graders, the 
results indicate that barely more 
than half of the students tested 
performed at a proficient level, 


with only 55.2 percent and 545 
percent of students performing 
at a proficient level on the test 
respectively. Students in the fifth 
grade fared better, with 66.9 per¬ 
cent of students meeting state 
level. 

Results for sixth graders for 
math, reading, social studies, 
writing and English language 
arts, showed increases only in 
math. Students posted an 8.7 per¬ 
cent increase in number of stu¬ 
dent performing proficiently 
from 2005, to 63.7 percent 

Scores on social studies test 
fell by 9.2 percent, to 63.5 per¬ 
cent Reading and writing scores

District 
braces for 
state cuts

Romulus Community Schools 
officials aren’t thrilled about the 
prospect of losing $220 per stu¬ 
dent in aid, but added that pro¬ 
grams and educators will not be 
.shuttered if those-reductions are 
fiTraliz^by the state. 

The 4,310-student district — 
which receives about $8,900 per 
pupil from the State School Aid 
FUnd — will lose anywhere from 
$800,000 to $900,000 if the pro¬ 
posed cuts are implemented. 
The loss of the funds was expect¬ 
ed, but the timing of the cuts 
makes the situation somewhat 
more challenging than it would 
have been if the cuts had been 
implemented at the beginning of 
the schools year, said Carl Weiss, 
superintendent of Romulus 
Community Schools. 

‘This could be a devastating 
blow to us, given that the amount 
we’re talking about is more than 
we have in our fund balance,” he 
said. “It’s a huge number - how 
do you tell parent in March that 
the programs and people they 
have enjoyed for the entire 
school year will be gone because 
the district has to cut back?” 

The $220-figure is currently 
being considered by Gov. 
Jennifer Granholm’s administra¬ 
tive staff as a way to plug an $850 
million budget deficit. The 
school aid fund is in the red by

City explores minor league baseball park

Professional baseball could 
soon be coming to Romulus. 

City officials confirmed they 
are negotiating with a group to 
bring minor league baseball to a 
stadium it hopes to build at the 
Bear Creek properly. 

Tim Keyes, economic develop¬ 
ment director for the city, said he 
has been in talks with the group 


for about 18 months. 

“I can tell you we’re talking 
with someone right now, and I 
cannot say who,” he said. “We’re 
in negotiations right now, and I 
was hoping to have an official 
announcement in 30 days, but I 
don’t know if that’s going to hap- 
pea” 

Minor League baseball could 
mean big business and big money 
for the city. The Toledo Mud Hens 
- a minor league team associated 


with the Detroit Tigers - regularly 
sell out Fifth Third Field, which is 
located in downtown Toledo. 

That structure, which seats 
10,300 fans, cost $22 million to 
build. Cincinnati-based commer¬ 
cial real estate company Bear 
Creek Capital signed a deal with 
the developers of the Metro World 
Center to place entertainment 
and retail projects.

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©jlleville water rate hike could be 51 percent

Belleville residents could see a 
51 percent hike in their water bills 
soon, but they have a chance to 
voice their concerns about the 
increase on Fteb. 5. 

City officials were poised to 
approve the increase, which 
would have taken effect on Fteb. 1, 
until Councilmember George 
Chedraue said he wanted to hear 
from the citizens before approving 
any rate changes. 

“Some people are on a fixed 
income,” he said. “I don’t feel com¬ 
fortable passing this without a 
public hearing.” 

Councilmember Walter Mears 
agreed. He said he’d like to see 
notification go out to the special 
at-risk groups of exactly how much 
the water and sewer bills will go 
up. 


“I don’t believe at risk groups 
should be at risk because of what 
we have done. They should not be 
the brunt of our mistakes,” he 
said. 

The 51 percent increase was 
recommended after an audit 
report showed the current water 
and sewer rates did not cover 
costs. At a meeting with auditors 
from the firm of Plante & Moran, 
council members were told about 
36 percent would cover current 
operating, debt and capital 
requirements; 9 percent would 
cover the water and sewer cost 
increase and 6 percent would 
repay the borrowed funds during 
a 5-year period, according to 
Councilmember Lori Hecksel. 

“The rates have been a hot spot 
with me since the report several 
weeks ago. I was appalled to see 
we had borrowed $212,145 from 
other funds to cover our cash flow 


shortages,” she said. “This comes 
at a time when we are in the 
throes of a budget deficit elimina¬ 
tion plan and have made signifi¬ 
cant progress toward financial 
recovery.” 

“The Detroit Water and Sewer 
Department has significantly 
raised rates every year and we 
have not matched those increas¬ 
es,” she added “We not only have 
to cover the current and increased 
operating, debt and capital 
requirements, but we also must 
now eliminate the created deficit” 

Carl Johnson, an auditor with 
Plante & Moran, said the big pic¬ 
ture is the rate increase from 
Detroit should have been passed 
on to Belleville residents. 

'The big thing is not only bor¬ 
rowing money from other funds, 
but it cripples other funds. On 
paper it may look like some funds 
have money, but you couldn’t do 


anything with it anyway,” he said. 
“The increase will only cover the 
costs, that’s how far we’ve let it 
slip. It’s critical for it to take place 
because the city is running out of 
money” 

Hecksel also recommended 
that Belleville continue with the 
quarterly billing. 

‘While the residents may suffer 
at first from the sticker shock, the 
proposed increase would bring the 
cost per quarter to about $139,” 
said Hecksel. “These charges are 
based on actual usage.” 

The current water rate is $2.83 
per 1,000 gallons ,of wafer and $2.91 
for sewer. An average Sumpter 
Township resident pays $140.19 
per quarter, while Van Buren 
Township residents pay $78.70 per 
quarter, however, they also have a 
bond millage with an average 
quarterly amount of $104.25.

City increases fees for permits, inspections, licenses

Costs for services will be 
increased in the City of Belleville. 

Effective immediately, fees in 
the planning, building, police 
departments and treasurer’s 
office will increase after officials 
approved the changes. Increases 
will include services such as per¬ 
mits, inspections, reviews, site 
plans and licenses. 


The fees haven’t been 
increased since 2000. 
Counci lwoman Lori Hecksel said 
the city should address the issue 
more regularly. 

“It doesn’t make sense to me 
that we don’t review this annual¬ 
ly,” she said. “We need to stay 
competitive and user-friendly so 
we’re not making this jump.” 

Resident Phil Hecksel, who 
serves on the planning commis¬ 
sion, said surrounding communi¬ 


ties are charging more, which 
prompted the decision. 
Commissioners wanted to stop 
people from things like spot zon¬ 
ing and not paying their bills, he 
said. 

“People were literally coming 
to the planning commission with 
site plans and schedules drawn 
on cocktail napkins,” said 
Hecksel. “Those fees are still 
cheaper than surrounding com¬ 
munities. We’re charging less and 


still not getting the professional 
development If they are serious, 
they will spend the money for the 
site plan, if not, then don’t waste 
our time.” 

Auditor Carl Johnson said this 
was another case of city costs 
escalating and fees that did not 
keep pace.

$95.10 a quarter for the same 
usage. 

“Citizens have benefited for the 
last 4-5 years by not paying for it,” 
said Johnson. 

“We have an interesting situa¬ 
tion because 25 percent of the 
community is non-taxable. It 
should be the users paying by use,” 
said Mayor Tom Fielder. 

A public hearing will take place 
at 7:30 p.m. on Feb. 5. Proposed 
rate changes will be effective 
March 1, if approved.

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Schools to expand choice program to lure students

The need to increase rev¬ 
enue was the driving force 
behind the decision of Romulus 
Board of Education members to 
expand the first-ever School of 
Choice program. 

The program, which allows 
out-of-district students to attend 
classes at Merriman and 
H alec reek elementary schools - 
was introduced as a pilot pro¬ 
gram. Romulus school board 
members voted unanimously to 
expand the program to Cory 
Elementary School at their reg¬ 
ular Monday night meeting. 

“We were successful this 
year, and expanding this pro¬ 
gram gives us an advantage in 


terms of generating revenue, 
which is obviously badly need¬ 
ed,” said Carl Weiss, superin¬ 
tendent of Romulus Community 
Schools. 

“It also does some other 
things - it rounds out some of 
our classes in buildings where 
there are fewer students,” he 
said. “We had some complaints 
about split classes, and we were 
able to eliminate two of those.” 

Under the Schools of Choice 
Program, students can leave the 
district in which they live for 
another one, and take the state 
per-pupil funding with them. 

However, in Romulus, out of 
district students have been a 
sore spot Before the program 
was announced, a group of par¬ 
ents flooded a board meeting to 


complain about parents from 
communities who pay lower 
school taxes to other communi¬ 
ties enrolling their children in 
Romulus schools. 

Board President Celeste 
Roscoe said there have been no 
complaints about the program. 

“It’s because it was success¬ 
ful that we decided to expand 
it,” she said. “It’s only for the 
elementary school students - 
it’s not like it’s at the high 
school. We’re not looking to 
have a big program.” 

The openings at Cory will 
mimic the ones at Halecreek 
and Merriman. There will five 
spots in each grade at the 
kindergarten through fifth 
grade school, expanding the 
district-wide openings from 60 


to 90. Students enrolled in 
School of Choice will be able to 
finish their school careers in 
Romulus. 

Last year, about 35 new stu¬ 
dents enrolled in the classes 
through the program. 

That meant about $300,000 in 
revenue for the district, accord¬ 
ing to district figures. 

Other school districts in the 
area have extensive programs 
to lure students from other dis¬ 
tricts. 

The Inkster School District 
has about 250 students from 
Detroit enrolled in classes, and 
sends buses there to transport 
students. Weiss said the School 
of Choice students are made up 
of mostly local students. 

“Some have parents that are 


working at the school, others 
live nearby,” he said. 

The schools have lost about 
750 students during the past 5 
years, and board member Tom 
Kuderick said that it was just a 
matter of time before the dis¬ 
trict would have to act to 
increase enrollment 

“You see kids that have left 
the district, and they’re still 
here, so they must be going 
somewhere,” he said. 
“Everyone around us had 
Schools of Choice, and it may 
have hurt us that we didn’t” 
Fbrmer Superintendent Joel 
Carr was adamantly opposed to 
Schools of Choice, but Weiss, 
when he was hired last year, 
convinced the board to sign on 
for a pilot program.

Keyes said it’s premature to 
speculate about the size or the 
\ scope of a facility that could be 
constructed in Romulus. 

“It’s all premature right now,” 
he said. 

What is certain is that having a 
field would be a good harbinger 
for increased business activity - 
and one that fits into the overall 
plan for Romulus to become an 
entertainment destination in 
Southeast Michigan, he said. 

“When we started looking at 
businesses that would attract 
more business, this one of the first 
things that came up,” Keyes said. 

Mayor Alan Lambert said a 
ball diamond would bring 
increased activity to the city. 


“We can’t say too much about it 
now,” he said, “but it’s a great 
idea” 

A ballpark would join the 
already-planned casino and race¬ 
track slated to rise from a vacant 
parcel of land on Vining Road, 
once federal and state approvals 
fall into place. The city hopes that, 
with these larger projects, off¬ 
shoot projects wall come to town. 

“Business breeds business, and 
that’s all there is to it,” said 
Councilman William Crova. 
“We’ve looked at this for a while, 
and it’s the type of thing that 
would attract smaller projects. If 
we can get it done, it would be a 
great addition (to the city).” 

Officials hope restaurants, 
stores, retail outlets and other 
small businesses would be willing 
to do business in and around the 
new stadium. 


Scores - Writing needs scores to improve, school says

fell only slightly, from 77.6 per¬ 
cent from 78 percent and 80.2 
percent from 80.3 percent, 
respectively. English language 
arts scores remained unchanged 
from 2005 to 2006 - 75.7 percent 
of students tested achieved state 
standards. 

Seventh and eighth graders 
posted some big gains. Math 
scores for seventh graders 
rebounded from 43.3 percent of 
students showing proficiency to 
56.7 percent, an increase of 13.4 
percent 

Writing scores for seventh and 
eighth grades improved signifi¬ 
cantly. About 65 percent of sev¬ 
enth graders met testing expec¬ 
tations in 2006, versus about 45 
percent in 2005, for an increase 
of 20 percent. Eighth graders 
improved by about 12 percent, 
with 54 percent of students meet¬ 
ing standards in 2006, versus 41.6 
percent in 2005. 

Eighth grade students were 
also tested on their knowledge of 
science, and the results showed 
a 5 percent drop in students 
meeting standards, from 59.9 
percent in 2005 to 545 percent in 
2006. 

Ninth graders took only the 
social studies test, and those 


results were essentially flat, with 
about 59 percent performing 
proficiently in 2005 and 2006. 

Tom Dolan, the schools cur¬ 
riculum director, said that over¬ 
all, each school tested saw 
increases in scores. 

“We spend a lot of money on 
teacher development and train¬ 
ing to bring these scores up,” he 
said. “Could the test results be 
better? Sure. Test scores can 
always get better, and we’re 
working on that” 

Dolan said that overall, the 
district is happy with the results 
of the writing test “The scores 
were consistent with what’s hap¬ 
pening at the state level, and 
we’re very happy with them. We 
have a systemic approach to 
writing in the schools.” 

School board members said 
Monday night that they had not 
had a chance to review the 
scores because of a problem in 
the state database schools use to 
look at scores. Board President 
Celeste Roscoe said there would 
be a discussion about the scores 
at the next school board meeting 
Having the scores in-hand 
means teachers will be able to 
implement programs to assist 
students immediately. 

The idea is to help students 


who don’t perform as well while 
they are still in the same grade, 
said Jim Griffiths, coordinator 
for assessment administration 
and reporting for the Michigan 
Department of Educatioa 

“Our goal is to get (scores) out 
even quicker next year,” said 
Griffiths. “We’d like to have them 
out early December (for the) 
next cycle.” 

Griffiths said schools also see 
test items along with detailed 
reports that show how each stu¬ 
dent answered an individual 
question. 

Scores are devised using a 
standardized scale, which allows 
the state to compare students 
from year to year. Scoring high 
may be an individual’s goal, but 
the test is also designed to identi¬ 
fy students with difficulties. For 
example, a raw score of 25 out of 
55 may be considered proficient 
when converted to a standard 
score. No student is expected to 
actually answer all 55 questions 
correctly.

about $400 million, according to 
state estimates. 

The overall school budget is 
$43 million. In 2006, the district 
was forced to lay off 42 teachers, 
nurses, social workers, parapro- 
fessionals, and clerical personnel 
to balance a $1 million deficit 

It is not known yet what sorts 
of solutions the district will have 
to implement to balance the 
deficit and the board will meet 
again to discuss a remedy after 
the state budget is finalized 
weeks from now, Weiss said. It is 
not known if more layoffs or pro¬ 
gram cuts will be a part of the fix. 

A “Schools of Choice” pro¬ 
gram, in which out-of-district stu¬ 
dents could enroll at either Wick 
or Merriman elementary schools, 
generated about $600,000 for the 


district last year Board of educa¬ 
tion members voted to expand 
that program at the Monday night 
meeting, but even if all 30 slots 
were filled for the next school 
year, it would likely be too late to 
help the district if the cuts come 
to fruition. 

The Schools of Choice law — 
which allows districts to recruit 
from other schools who get low 
academic marks on state exams 
— allows districts to take the per- 
pupil district funding for each 
student it recruits. 

Tom Kuderick, a member of 
the Romulus Board of Education, 
said the cuts could seriously dis¬ 
rupt the schools, and that he’s 
concerned that there’s no solu¬ 
tion at the state level to stop the 
bleeding. 

“We’d like to think that the 
state will be able to find some 


way to balance it’s budget without 
cutting the schools, but I’m not 
sure they (state officials) have 
anything,” he said. “Things are 
just tough all over in Michigan 
right now.” 

Board Member Ken 
Meinkiewicz agreed. 

“It’s like a family’s budget - it’s 
finalized in June, and it’s difficult 
to go back months later to find 
the money,” he said. ‘There’s a 
lot that goes into this - if you have 
to lay off, you have to give 30 days 
notice to teachers.

Speak up - and 
still lose out 

Canton Supervisor Tom Yack was right when he called for a stronger 
local voice in Lansing recently. 

It’s not the first time the supervisor has voiced such complaints and, 
unfortunately, it probably won’t be the last 

This time he was critical of the so-called emergency panel put togeth¬ 
er by Gov. Jennifer Granholm to come up with ideas to fix the looming 
state budget crises. Chaired by former governors, it included a bevy of 
other former state and county officials—but no local supervisors, mayors 
or city managers. 

It’s a notable oversight 

You could probably make the argument that state officials—like 
everyone else these days—are now adept at making tough budget cuts. 
But the local officials have more experience in this. They’ve been the 
ones to tackle the tougher issues recently, and they’re always the ones 
who have to directly answer criticism. When people complain that their 
garbage isn’t picked up on time, their roads are falling apart or it took 45 
minutes for a police officer to show up at their home, they don’t take that 
dissatisfaction to Lansing They take it to city hall, or township hall—to 
city council meetings or township board meetings. It must be frustrating 
to take that criticism and then be able to do little more than spread your 
hands in an apologetic gesture and point the fingers north. 

Yack also called on his local colleagues to take up the fight, saying 
more mayors, supervisors, commissioners and trustees—and their com¬ 
patriots in the local school districts—should be more openly critical of 
policies in Lansing 

That’s a good idea, too, because it will help call attention to the issue. 
Sadly, we don’t know how much impact that will have, either State offi¬ 
cials have heard most of it before, even if those complaints haven’t 
included the specific numbers of police officers not on the street or other 
vital services. Still, we advocate a loud, continued pressure. Eventually, 
someone will take notice. 

Facing the inevitable 

Officials in the City of Belleville will soon face a daunting prospect 

They’re pondering a 51 percent hike in water and sewer rates, 
which they say is necessary for the city to cover its costs and repay 
money borrowed from other funds. 

They probably should have done it already, but some members of 
the council wanted to wait to hear from the public first about what 
they could afford. 

With all due respect it’s not necessarily about what the public can 
afford, but what the city can afford. 

City officials may have thought they were doing residents a favor by 
not passing along rate increases set by the Detroit Water and 
Sewerage Board. That’s what they did for the past several years and 
it’s caught up to them—as it was bound to, eventually. The City of 
Plymouth faced the same decision several years ago—under the reign 
of current Belleville City Manager Steve Walters, who held that posi¬ 
tion in Plymouth at the time—and ended up approving a resolution to 
automatically pass on increases from Detroit to the residents. 

Holding off on these increases may seem like the right thing to do. 
It’s certainly a feel-good action for local officials, but it’s not a very 
practical one. The simple fact is that it costs money to maintain the 
infrastructure—a system that, in a city like Belleville, is probably pret-

The Wayne City Council is set to begin the budget 
season Monday and it should be quite a show. 

The study session is set for 7 p.m. at the Wayne 
Community Center, where a larger audience can 
watch the proceedings. I expect a breakdown of the 
current financial picture as well as a glimpse of 
future ones. Both are grim, but not hopeless. 

This will be an interesting session—and an inter¬ 
esting season—for me, because it combines a few 
things I haven’t seen here in Wayne—at least, I 
haven’t seen the dynamics in action together. 

In the midst of a tough budget cycle, one that 
caused a little municipal pain last year, members of 
the city council are facing reelection, too. At the same 
time—almost, anyway—they’re seeking a new mill- 
age, a dedicated issue to provide long-term stability 
for road funding That issue will technically be solved 
before the city campaign season gets fully under 
way—it’s set for a May 8 vote, along with the Wayne- 
Westland School District—but it will be telling to see 
how members of the council and their expected oppo¬ 
nents will respond to it in the months leading up to 
the electioa 

The same can be said for the budget cycle, too. The 
Wayne City Council will already be feeling the heat 



from every decision they make or 
don’t make through the many 
goals and study sessions set up 
throughout the budget approval 
process. I wonder, now, if everything they say will 
come across like a campaign promise or piece of re¬ 
elect me literature. 

Of course, people tend to talk more during cam¬ 
paign seasons, too. I expect a more crowded city 
council chamber, more posturing at the podium, plen¬ 
ty of promises and, no doubt, more than a few hair¬ 
brained ideas. 

This is just the precursor of all of that, of course, 
like the preview before the main picture. The movie 
announcer guy might say something like this: In a 
world, where budget cuts and layoffs are the norm, a 
few people will rise to take on the challenge... 

It’s my hope, though, that more than a few will take 
up that challenge. I don’t really have any problem, 
individually with any members serving on the council 
now—other than it’s not a very diverse group. I just 
get frustrated with the regular cycle of people show¬ 
ing up to complain or tout their causes, but not going

Addicted to education 

College vice president hopes to 
inspire leadership in women

Bonike Odegbami has come a long way 
from her hometown in Nigeria 

She has moved around the United States 
from Georgia to Michigan, got married, 
raised a family and made education a prior¬ 
ity in life. 

“I’m addicted to education,” she said. 
“That’s my passion.” 

Odegbami, executive vice president of 
the Wayne County Community College 
District Western Campus, said that in her 
job no two days are alike. 

“I’m in at 9 a.m. with the intentions of 
leaving at 5 p.m., but that rarely happens,” 
she said. 

As executive vice president, 34-year-old 
Odegbami is in charge of campus opera¬ 
tions, instruction and administration. She 
has been at the campus for 3 years, which 
has made her confident that soon presiden¬ 
cy is on the way, she said. 

“When I first started, I think others 
believed in me more. I was responsible for 
the campus and I thought, ‘what if I mess 
up?’ But Dr Curtis Ivery told me it was OK 
to make mistakes. In fact, he wanted us to 
make mistakes because we learn from 
them. Rather than being afraid I knew I 
had a support system,” Odegbami said. 

“I know I’m doing a good job. Campus 
operations and management is my 
strength,” she added. 

Odegbami, originally from Nigeria, knew 
at the age of 16 that education was going to 
bring her back to the U.S. She also knew 
she wanted to get far in life and, the states 
and education was going to get her there. 
That’s when she decided to attend Bowie 
State University in Maryland for a bache¬ 
lor’s degree' in psychology. 

“I was on a quest to understand myself 
and my environment,” said Odegbami. “I 
had an unhappy childhood because of fami¬ 
ly turmoil and I wanted to go into psycholo¬ 
gy.” 

However, that wasn’t enough. She found 
things to be even more confusing, she said, 
because she was also juggling raising her 
son, Jomi, with a ‘Nigerian mentality,’ 
Odegbami said. 

“I felt like I was doomed because in 
Nigeria if you have kids, people felt you 
couldn’t achieve your other dreams,” she 
said. ‘Although I felt the joy and love of hav¬ 
ing my son, I also felt I couldn’t go as far as I 
wanted to in Maryland. I wanted to leave 
that environment, take a risk and step out of 
my comfort zone.” 

That meant attending Bowling Green 
State University in Ohio to receive a mas¬ 



ter’s degree in school psychology. It was 
there when Odegbami matured enough to 
ask herself what she wanted to be, she said. 

“Something about higher education 
attracted me,” said Odegbami. “Plus, I did¬ 
n’t see a lot of black instructors, particularly 
black women instructors, so part of my 
desire was to be that change.” 

Shortly after, Odegbami moved to 
Atlanta for her husband Polusho’s job and, 
had another child, Yanju. It wasn’t long 
until Wayne County Community College 
came calling for hen Friend and colleague 
David Beaumont, an administrator at the 
school, contacted her about a position. By 
the end of conversation she felt like she was 
coming to Wayne County Community 
College whether she liked it or not, she said. 

Odegbami started at the western campus 
as a part-time evening dean, eventually 
moved up to the assistant to the president 
of the campus and, became executive vice 
president 

“I’ve learned the politics of education 
and I feel if I can make it here I can make it 
anywhere,” she said. “I’m excited and look 
forward to moving up. Although we have a 
fantastic president here, I’m ready for it I 
want my legacy to be that women can make 
it, particularly women of color.” 

Odegbami doesn’t want to stop there 
either. Ultimately, she hopes to be an 
administer of education in Nigeria and, 
who knows, maybe even the mayor of 
Belleville. 

“Belleville has become home to me. I 
love the people, campus and the area,” she 
said. “My prayer to God has always been not 
to ever forget what it’s like to be a student I 
want to thank everyone who’s ever had an 
impact on me both negative and positive. 
It’s allowed me to grow.”

Those who play golf know it's one of the

Fbr Belleville’s Jillian Kloc it came nat¬ 
urally—so much so it earned her a partial 
golf scholarship to Madonna University 
after just one year of varsity play. 

Kloc is the first to commit to Madonna’s 
2007-08 freshman class. She is also the first 
of the Belleville girls' program to earn a 
golf scholarship. 

‘Jillian is the perfect combination of a 
student-athlete that excels in academics 
and athletics,” said Scott Marzolina, head 
women’s golf coach at Madonna 
University. “She has an excellent attitude 
and will bring excitement to the Madonna 
women’s program next fall. 

‘Jillian is a very strong player off the 
tee,” he added. “She has a great willing¬ 
ness to learn and improve which will help 
her succeed in the Wolverine-Hoosier 
Athletic Conference.” 

Kloc was already accepted into the 
Madonna University School of Nursing. 
She is already eager to attend classes at 
the Livonia Campus next fall and play golf 
at the next level—something she didn’t 
necessarily expect 


“It’s exciting,” said the senior “I didn’t 
ever think that I would play golf to have 
the opportunity to go to school and get an 
education and to take part in athletics. 

“I really liked the friendly atmos¬ 
phere,” she added about the university. “I 
felt very welcomed the first time that I 
went there and everybody was friendly.” 

All of this was made possible thanks to 
a broken leg. 

Kloc, a softball standout for the school, 
suffered a tragic compound fracture in an 
accident during a softball game and had to 
have a metal rod inserted from her knee to 
her ankle. It ended her softball career but 
opened up other doors. Deciding to take 
up something with a little less impact, she 
acted on her friend’s suggestion to try out 
for the golf team her junior year 

“She was very athletic before she broke 
her leg and she said wanted to do some¬ 
thing and wanted to try golf,” said Pamela 
Kloc, Jillian’s mother. “So I gave her my 
golf clubs and let her go. She picked it up 
quite naturally. I guess some good things 
do come from a broken leg” 

In her first year she placed ninth in the 
Mega Red Conference Tournament She 
averages 91 over 18 holes and has a career 
best of 41 in nine. 

“She came out about a week into the 


season and wasn’t afraid to hit in the snow, 
because we were practicing in the winter, 
and I knew she was a gamer,” said 
Belleville Coach Mike Harding “I was def¬ 
initely impressed.” 

“Hopefully this is a step in the right 
direction for the program,” he added. “It 
would be nice to get some of these other 
athletes to come over to the program and 
get them rolling through here.” 

The golf scholarship is only a partial 
one, but Kloc’s good grades, school and 
community involvement earned her a 


Dean’s List Scholarship to help soak up 
most of the excess costs. 

Kloc is president of the National 
Honors Society at Belleville High School 
and is a member of the student council. 
She has received the Daughters of 
American Revolution award, the Rotary 
Youth Leadership award and was named 
an Outstanding Leader of Belleville High 
School. 

“We’re really proud of her,” said her 
father, John Kloc. “She’s worked really 
hard for this—it’s an honor.”
